Among the various s-ibjects which will come under your notice, that 
of the present organization of our Judiciary system cannot fail to at¬ 
tract your attention. The present system of vesting in the Circait 
Courts, both chancery and common law jurisdiction, is attended with 
many and serious objections; and amounts in some counties almost to a 
denial of justice. The \cry arduous duties now devolving upon the 
Judges o r (he Circuit Courts, together with the great dissimilarity in 
the mode of proceeding in courts of law and equity, render it impossible 
for th*m .ender ?o o i, citizen 6 that prompt administration of justice 
for which she courts w* re rrai^ii ; and in rn» r pirior. renders times- 
tabji.-hment ol u separate chancery court advisable. The additional 
expense of a chancellor cannot be a serious objection, when the great 
relief which this court will give to suitors in the speedy decision of 
causes, which I apprehend will more than counterbalance the additional 
burthen of the tax, xrbing from ’he salary of one Judge.

Is it to be seriously sup¬ 
posed that our constitution, tor/ned as a permanent rule for regulating 
the several departments of power in the stale, as well in period* of com- 
motion, as ol tranquillity, is d such brittle texture, as to be broken down, 
or even interrupted by au'h casualties whether produced by imperious 
necessity, or even by the voluntary default of one, or of all the depart¬ 
ments combined? , 

Permanency is one of the professed objects of the stale as well as fed¬ 
eral < institutions. I he preambles of both instruments point expressly 
lo posterity as an object oi their concern. The power of seif prefjferva- 
ti°", as it is the first care of every government, is an inherent principle 
incurs; if must be calied into action whenever among the vicissitudes 
of human atiairs—the emergency shall require it, and, must be regard¬ 
ed hi every construction of the constitution, where it shall become ae- 
cessary i his compact, like all others, can only be dissolved by the as¬ 
sent ol all the parties lo it;the people of the state on the ooe parti & the 
national government on the other. Forming a member of the confeder¬ 
acy, our co-operation is required as a constituent part of the nation.

The plan which appears to me most simple, and beat adapted last* 
wer a)) the desired purposes, woQldbe the establishment ofa board

And I liave had great pleasure to sec a late executive communica¬ 
tion to the legislature of that state, calling (heir attention to tbe cotnihur 
nicatton between the Hiwassec and one of tbe heads of Coosa river, ia 
which assurances are given, from personal knowledge, of the easy prac¬ 
ticability of actually uniting those streams, by a canal of eleven miles. 
ThiscH'ccttrd, and a continued interior water communication is fprmed 
from the Mobile hay, through the Tennessee and HotstODacpn$idtfnihfe 
distance into the state of Virginia. Thus by a moderate shBrq of capital: 
and ef i ter prize judiciously directed, our country may exhibit advances 
in improving our channels of intercourse the very idea of which, *eiy 
lately, would have been viewed as romantic.

2. The law requires the trial and proceeding? of such courts to be con¬ 
duct ed under a solemn oath of secrecy; although in die decision of a 
disputed election, not one of those prudential reasons apply, which rei- 
qdire secrecy in the usual duties of military courts, where the character 
or conduct of an officer is generally implicated.
